Wilson, curriculum co- 
ordinator for the Board, gave 
a report of the results of the 
annual province wide testing 
of grade three and grade six 
students which was con- 
ducted last May. These tests, 
called the E.Q.A.O. (Educa- 
tion Quality and Account- 


‘ability Office) tests, evalu- 


ated the performance of all 
students in these two grades 
in Ontario in publicly funded 
schools. This was the fifth 
such testing of grade three 
and the third for the grade 
six level. 

The assessments were 
based on the Ontario Cur- 
riculum which was intre- 
duced.in September of 1997. 
The purpose of the annual 
assessment is to measure 
how well children in these 
grades ar€ achieving against 
a standard set by the prov- 
ince in the areas of reading, 
writing, and mathematics.

Students showed significant 
increases in performance in 
all areas for both grade lev- 
els: 

In the reading assessment 
grade three students showed 
a four percent increase in the 
percentage of students who 
are achieving at or above the 
provincial standard, up from 
£0 percent in 1998 to 54 per 
cent in 2001. 

in the area of writing. 
these same students showed 
a seven percent increase in 
the percentage of students 
who were achieving at those 
levels compared to the 1998 
data up to 52 percent from 
45 percent. The greatest in- 
crease was in the area of 
mathematics where the im- 
provement was a 15 percent 
increase in the percentage of 
students who were perform- 
ing at or above the provin- 
cial standard. The percent- 
age in mathematics rose from 
49 percent to 64 percent. 

' At the grade six level the 
performance of all grade six 
students in 2001 showed a 
ten percent increase in the 
percentage of students who 
where achieving at the pro- 
vincial standard or above in 
reading skills, up from 40 
percent in 1999 to 50 per- 
cent. 

The results of the writ- 
ing assessment for grade six 
revealed a four percent in- 
crease in the percentage of 
students achieving at or 
above the provincial stand- 
ards, up from 41 percent in 
1999 to 49 percent in 2001. 

Like the grade three stu- 
dents, the greatest improve- 
ment for grade six was in 
mathematics. Here the grade 
six students showed a 17 
percent increase in the per-

The bad news is that at 
these levels, the Board stu- 
dents are still slightly below 
the provincial average in their 
reading writing and math- 
ematical skills, particularly at 


the grade six level with the | 


exception of grade three 
reading, where the Board stu- 
dents scored one percentage 
point higher that the provin- 
cial average. 

In grade three reading the 
provincial average was 53 
percent achieving at or 
above provincial standards, 
while for the Board the fig- 
ure was 54. For grade three 
writing the Board scored a 
52 percent against the pro- 
vincial figure of 56 percent. 
For grade three mathemat- 
ics, the Board percentage 
was 64 compared to the pro- 
vincial figure of 65. 


The figures for the 
achievement in reading at the 
grade six level revealed a 
slightly wider gap. In the 
grade six reading assess- 
ment, the provincial figure 
was 56 percent compared to 
the Board’s 50. In grade six 
writing the figure for the 
Board was 45 percent com- 
pared to 54 for the province. 
In the area of mathematical 
achievement, the Board fig- 
ure was 50 percent com- 
pared to 56 for the province. 

Wilson added that this as- 
sessment is not used to rank 
individual students, but is 
just one indicator of where 
the students’ strengths are or 
where there needs to be 
more attention paid to a par-

“While we are pleased to 
ve legislation that covers 
“ACs, we are deeply con- 
med that there is no place 

Bil-130 for the voice of 
ents, caregivers, or com- 
unity partners,” said Board 
esident Robert Kitcher. 
‘his legislation will silence 
e voice of consumers and 
liticizes a key segment of 
e health care delivery sys- 
m. The main thrust of the 
vislation is the imposition 
a new governance struc- 
re with community-elected 
yards of Directors replaced 
ith five to seven govern- 
ent appointees.” 

Minister Johns referred to 
e findings of a government 
onsored Price Waterhouse- 
pooper (PWC) Review of 
CACs as a primary reason 
r Bill 130. “While the PWC 
view did say some areas 
-eded improvement, the 
port also included key 
rengths of the CCACs,” 
id Kitcher. “The report 
‘aised CCACs for achiev- 
g high consumer satisfac- 
on, responsiveness to di- 
‘rse_-client needs, innova- 
ve approaches to service 
‘livery, and commitment to 
e identification and devel- 
yment of evidence-based 
“st practices. 

“The final recommenda- 
ons to the Minister were 
at the government should 
rengthen, support and in- 
est in CCAC's,” said 


itcher. The scope of the 
WC review did not include 
ie issue of CCAC govern- 


ance structure. If standards 
designed to enhance ac- 


- countability is the reason for 


this draft bill, these standards 
could easily have been intro- 
duced under the existing 
CCAC governance. model. 
We have been asking the 
Ministry to provide specific 
legislation to guide access 
centers in our decision mak- 
ing. 

Although CCAC's 
weren't given advance no- 
tice of the government's plan 
to introduce the Bill. the Min- 
istry says it is interested in 
receiving feedback from 
CCACs. “As a board we feel 
very conflicted about work- 
ing with the government to 


facilitate the demise of a 
critical link in the health sec- 
r. said Kitcher. 

“Boards across the prov- 
ince feel angry, hurt, and dis- 
appointed about the way the 
government handled this. 
However, we reluctantly 
have agreed to work with the 
government to ensure that 
the new system best serves 
the public. We are commit- 
ted to ensuring that residents 
of Hastings & Prince 
Edward have consistent and 
equitable access to the high- 
est quality services. We also 
want to impress upon the

Although “uninvited” as a 
guest speaker on the panel, 
Reilly attended anyway, and 
made her position of oppo- 
sition clearly aware to the 
media covering the event. 

“Using this format where 
there are no questions from 
the floor was designed to 
avoid critical scrutiny of the 
practise,” said Ms. Reilly, an 
environmental researcher 
and University of Toronto 
professor, “It therefore re- 
sulted in being == an 
“infomercial” in favour of 
biosolids. 

Asked to explain Ms. 
Reilly's absence from the 
panel, Service Club spokes- 
man, Dean Peters, explained 
that the committee decided 
to avoid a confrontational 
situation by electing to 
“uninvite” Ms. Reilly. 

“It was our decision to 
present an information type 
program to hear the other 
side of the issue,” he said. 

Peters said he can under- 
stand why Maureen, a very 
passionate activist, is un- 
happy about being left off 
the panel “but she has been 
to Warkworth on two previ- 
ous occasions and received 
extensive media coverage 
about her position at both the 
Schoolhouse Gardens’ ap- 
pearance and at a Service 
Club meeting.” 

In a previous statement, 
Reilly said she suspected her 
appearance was cancelled 
because Azurix-Terratec rep- 
resentatives threatened to 
pull out if he was invited. 

Peters said it was the 
club's position,to have most 
of the major organizations 
involved in the controversy 
speak to the issues, avoid- 
ing the emotion that surely 
would have been created by 
Ms. Reilly. 

A 28-year veteran of the

Azurix fined $184,000 for 
environmental infractions 


Although an Azurix-Terratec spokesman underlined his firm’s objective of staying 
within all environmental guidelines imposed by the MOE, it has been fined a total of 
$184,000 in recent months. 

Mark Janiec, a biosolids specialist with Azurix, was a speaker on the information panel 
highlighting a special information presentation organized by the Warkworth Community 
Service Club Nov. 22™. 

A news release from MOE dated Nov. 8" says Azurix was fined $16,000 for using an 
uncertified operator to repair pumps at the Dundas Avenue Sewage Treatment Plant in 
Dundas. ; 

The most recent incident occurred during a labour dispute Aug. 20, 1999. A high-level 
alarm indicated a problem with a pump at the sewage treatment plant. An uncertified 
operator that altered the flow of sewage into the treatment plant performed work on three 
pumps. The work was in violation of Ontario regulations. 

This followed the company’s Aug. 2”, 2001 fine of $168,000, exclusive of the victim 
fine surcharge, when the firm pleaded guilty to 18 charges under the Ontario Water 
Resources Act and one charge under the Environmental Protection Act. 


Act recognizes right to hunt, fish 


€obourg--The Ontario government has introduced legislation that, if passed, will rec- 
ognize the right to hunt and fish for recreational purposes in accordance with the law. 

The Heritage Hunting and Fishing Act fulfils the commitment made to anglers and 
hunters across the province by the Ontario government inthe Blueprint document. 

“Two and a half years ago our government made a commitment to outdoor enthusi- 
asts across Ontario,” said Northumberland MPP Doug Galt. “I’m proud to be able to say 
that we have kept this promise.” 

Every year more than 2.4 million people participate in recreational hunting and fishing 
in Ontario. These activities contribute more than $3.5 billion to the provincial economy 
and support-more than 30,000 jobs. 

“The Harris government will in the future, as it has in the past, set standards and 
policies to regulate hunting and fishing,” said Dr. Galt. “This legislation, if passed, would 
mark the first time that the important role that hunters and anglers play in fish and wildlife 
conservation and habitat restoration has been recognized in Ontario law.” 

The Act also proposes to establish the Fish and Wildlife Heritage Commission. The 
Commission would provide advice to the Minister on a variety of fish and wildlife initia- 
tives and promote increased public involvement in recreational hunting and fishing.

Hancock says there are

said all sites are governed by 
strict environmental guide- 
lines and while staff re- 
sponds to all complaints. in- 
vestigations so far have not 
found any non-compliance 
incidents. He said non-com- 
pliance infractions could re- 
sult in a Certificate of Ap- 
proval being rescinded. 

Janice Patterson of 
OMAFRA also provided in- 
formation in support of the 
use of biosolids, mentioning 
several studies that have 
been undertaken that con- 
cluded that the application of 
sewage biosolids to agricul- 
tural soils, in accordance to 
the guidelines, has not re- 
sulted in increased risk to 
human and animal health. 

Kiyoshi Oka, Senior En- 
gineer for Metro Toronto's 
Water and Wastewater Serv- 
ices, said the municipality 
began to investigate alterna- 
tives to incineration of 
biosolid waste in 1994 and 
in 1996 launched a two-year 
pilot land application pro- 
gram including Terratec En- 
vironmental. A decision was 
reached through the input 
from a committee and an in- 
dependent review involving 
health, environment. aca- 
demic and municipal offi- 
cials. 

Oka pointed out that 
biosolids have been applied 
in Ontario for the last three 
decades with no known ad- 
verse effect on human health 
or the environment. He said 
the U.S. Environment Pro- 


tection Agency has studied, 


the use of biosolids exten- 
sively and has found no sig- 
nificant increases of metals 
or contaminants in the soil. 
Trace organisms have been 
studied, he said, but do not 
pose a significant risk. He 
said about $90 million has 
already been invested in test- 
ing » for metals and pathogens 
on a regular basis in an ef- 
fort to make sure the mate- 
rials are within safe environ- 
mental guidelines. 


“I believe we are one of 


the only municipalities in 


Ontario that regularly tests 


to see what the pathogen 
counts are.” he said. 

The Metro Toronto engi- 
neer said- that contrary to 
what many people believe of 
a large industrial city like 
Toronto, less than seven per 
cent of the total waste flow 
come from industrial 
sources. 

He said he couldn't deny 
that biosolids give off a foul 
stench, but that research ts 
being undertaken to resolve 
that negative aspect of the 
spreading of biosolids in ag- 
ricultural areas. 

Speakers’ also included 
Mark Janiec, the Agricul- 
tural Specialist for Azurix 
North America, with head 
office in Oakville: Greg 
Kitchen, a dairy farmer from 
Guelph and an official of the 
Ontario Soil and Crop Asso- 
ciation; and Dr. Tom Bates. 

In an era of tight eco- 
nomic margins for farmers. 
Kitchen said biosolid treated 
soil has resulted in a very 
positive yield response in an 
extremely cost-effective 
manner. He said he uses liq- 
uid applications because he 
finds there is less odour to 
deal with. 

Kitchen underlined the 
importance of using credible 
and experience operators to 
spread the materials to keep 
problems minimal. 

“When you’ have 5,000 
members in an organization 
like the OSCA, there is never 


unanimous agreement on 


any issue and biosolids are 
no different,” said Kitchen.

Inquest showcases 
safety initiatives 


Barrie—The Ontario 
Federation of Snowmobile 
Clubs (OFSC) welcomed 
the opportunity to give 
broader public exposure to 
its long-standing commit- 
ment to snowmobile safety 
at a Coronet’s Inquest re- 
cently in Midhurst. 

Called by Chief Provincial 
Coroner Dr. James Young. 
the Inquest reviewed the 
tragic death of John Weel of 
Penetanguishene, who died 
Feb. 16, 2001, as a result of 
injuries received 
snowmobiling. The OFSC 
was called to speak to such 
issues as safety and educa- 
tion, alcohol policy and trail 
operations. 


agencies STOP and

Wintering Plants” was an- 
swered some of the follow- 
ing ideas: pull geraniums and 
hang them upside down in 
the cellar; store dahlia toes 
in peat moss; when repot- 
ting slips, put a bit of news- 
paper over hole in pot, add 
a little pine cone; fill with soil 
and sprinkle a little cedar on 
top to prevent aphids. 

The business portion was 
dealt with and a motion to 
donate money towards re- 
placement of wheelchairs at 
the hospital was accepted. 

Grace Wynn, Curator, 
had three more pages to add 
to the Tweedsmuir histories. 
She also gave a report from 
the district executive meet- 
ing. Members were asked 
for input regarding 4H 
scholarships and ideas for a 
craft course. 

Gayle Fox welcomed 
guest speaker Glen Bennett. 
He and his wife Lois are 
Master Gardeners and well 
known for their work with 
the Campbellford/Seymour 
Horticultural Society. 

Glen warned of the many 
insects that may come in- 
side with your plants in the 
fall and suggested using 
sprays such as Malathion or 
Trounce. 

Flowers serve more pur- 
pose in your home than just 
beautification, said Glen, as 
they purify the air. The palm, 
rubber plant, Boston fern, 
spider plant, Christmas cac- 
tus are a few good exam- 
ples. He also demonstrated 
several ways to propagate 
new plants. With a begonia, 
for instance, cut across the 
veins of the leaf several 
times, lay flat on a bed of 
vermiculite, weighing down 
edges lightly and keep moist.

the House of Commons 


Highlights this week include: 

Government tables amendments to Anti-Terrorism 
Act (Bill C-36): “This legislation will help to protect Cana- 
dians against terrorism,” said Larry McCormick, Member 
of Parliament for Hastings- Frontenac-Lennox & Adding- 
ton. “The changes the Government of Canada has tabled 
clarify and safeguard the rights and freedoms of Canadi- 
ans,” Mr. McCormick added. After a thorough study by 
Senate and House of Commons committees, ‘the govern- 
ment tabled changes that include sunset clauses to the pre- 
ventative arrest and investigative hearing provisions. As 
well, requirements will be made for annual reporting on 
arrests and hearings. Other changes will ensure that pro- 
test activity will not be considered as terrorist acts, and an 
interpretive clause will clarify that the expression of politi- 
cal, religious or ideological beliefs is not a terrorist activity. 

“While Canadians want special measures to counter the 
threat of terrorism following September 11, we also want 
effective legislation that balances bringing terrorists to jus- 
tice with the protection of our civil rights.” Mr. McCor- 
mick concluded. 

Larry McCormick attends Canadian Western 
Agribition in Regina: Parliamentary Secretary Larry Mc- 
Cormick represented the Government of Canada this week 
at Agribition. The event attracts more than 140,000 visi- 
tors annually is one of Canada’s largest livestock shows. 
Among the many dignitaries and buyers Mr. McCormick 
met was a delegation from the Ukraine who is studying 
beef and forage production in Canada. German bison buy- 
ers and Mexican livestock buyers.

to blame the vehicles, high- — 


Dear Editor. 

I read with interest two 
articles in the November 24 
edition of the Madoc. Re- 
view. One titled,“Car rollover 
sends youth to hospital” and 
“Fatal crash kills 83-year-old 
man.” In both stories it 
would appear that the vehi- 
cles were at fault in the 
crashes, ¢.g.. “The west- 
bound vehicle left the road- 
way and rolled into the south 
ditch...” and “The Grand Am 
then crossed Highway 62 
and came into contact with 
the southbound Ranger.” 

I find it hard to believe 
these vehicles managed to 
cause the circumstances that 
resulted in the fatal and non- 
fatal injuries. 

I am a student of driving. 
I have made a study of the 
art and science for more than 
30 years. I’ve taught racing 
drivers, police officers, cab 

drivers, emergency vehi- 
cle drivers, university stu- 
dents, seniors and all those 
who fit in between. 

I am a keen observer of 
the driving environment. I 
watch other drivers, scruti- 
nize highways and second- 
ary roads for potential haz- 
ards, read road signs, check 
out the pixel boards on the 
400 series multi laners and 
scan constantly for police 
presence. I note the type and 
condition of vehicles we 
drive. I do this not to be a 
model citizen but because it's 
a fascinating study. 

Inevitably when training 
drivers I get drawn into in- 
teresting, and many times, 
intense discussions about the 
issue. I’m constantly amazed 
at the misconceptions and 
misperceptions that sur- 
round an activity that is such 
an integral part of our daily 
lives. I believe this is a re- 
flection of how little we 
know or want to know; how 
little we credit the complex- 
ity of the task or how 
strongly we would object to 
any legislation construed as 
limiting our access to driv- 
ing. These are not criticisms 
by any means - just obser- 
vations. 

These misconceptions are 
manifest in reports and sto- 
ries describing vehicle 
crashes and collisions. Lan-

_guage is a powerful indica- 


tor of our attitudes. 

Allow me to elucidate 
(learned this fancy talk from 
journalist Andy 
Fotheringham!). From com- 
munity and national newspa- 
pers in the past month I have 
read: “A northbound vehicle 
entered the west ditch and 
struck the tree, wrapping 
around it” ; “...was the re- 
sult of a single vehicle los- 
ing control and shearing off 
a hydro pole..."; “A vehicle 
struck the rock cut and 
rolled..."; “A 2001 Aztec 
was traveling west overtak- 
ing traffic when’a second 
westbound vehicle pulled out 
to pass. The Aztec attempted 
to avoid the other car lost 
control and rolled into the 
ditch.”; ..."the car appears to 
have spun...”; and, a few 
minute ago, on the radio, 
“ car spun out blocking the 
westbound lane...” 

Amazing. I know major 
advances have been made in 
the technology of cars and 
trucks over the past 20 
years. But, vehicles capable 
of performing these feats 
boggle my mind. I'm con- 
vinced that vehicles sitting in 
driveways, parked at a me- 
ter or in a mall parking lot 
just kind of sit there and are 
not a menace to anything or 
anyone. 

Now, put a driver behind 
the wheel with little or no 
training and suddenly the pic- 
ture changes. 

Vehicles can’t enter 
ditches, shear off hydro 
poles, strike rock cuts, spin 
out or pull out to pass. They 
have to be driven into these 
situations by you and I. They 
are incapable of performing 
any task until instructed or 
guided by,us. We drive them 
into ditches, hydro poles and 
rock cuts because we were 
never taught how not to 
when we qualified for our 
drivers licenses. 

A couple of trips around 
the block and parallel park- 
ing practice does not prepare 
us to deal with an emer- 
gency. We don't learn what 
to do when weather deterio- 
rates, when a tire blows out 
or when another driver loses 
control in front of us. 

It would seem it’s easier

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ways, weather, other driv- 
ers, transports and almost 
anything else. Otherwise we 
would have to admit we are 
woefully ill prepared to per- 
form the complex task of 
driving. 

This state of affairs ex- 
ists because it seems we are 
reluctant to take responsibil- 
ity for our own well being. 

Let’s put the “blame” 
where it should truly rest: on 
drivers not vehicles.

death toll on Ontario roads. 

Last year, during the five 
week R.1.D.E. festive season 
initiative that ran from Nov 
29, 2000, to January 4, 2001. 
a total of 456.149 vehicles 
were stopped at roadside 
checkpoints. A total of 890 
12-hour licence suspensions 
were issued and 460 persons 
were charged with criminal 


code alcohol-related 
charges; 439 of the 90 day 
Administrative Drivers Li- 
cence Suspensions were 
also issued. In other words, 
for every 338 drivers stopped 
ata R.1.D.E. checkpoint, one 
driver was either-charged 
with an impaired driving re- 
lated charge or was issued a 
12-hour licence suspension.

overcame them. 

John Richardson's farm 
was not a highly prosperous 
one, and the thought of the 
money the gold strike would 
bring was tempting. John 
had gained title to the 100- 
acre farm in Madoc Town- 
ship in 1847, but it was a 
tough go tg make ends meet. 

In August of 1866, pros- 
pector and farmer Marcus 
Powell discovered a vein of 
metal that he hoped and 
thought was copper. But the 
vein turned out to be gold. 
and this started a boom in the 
life of the town, and made 
the mine on the Richardson 
property the first gold mine 
in Canada. Like most rushes 


of this kind the bubble was 


short-lived until the bust. 

In two years the boom 
and gone bust, and as Isabella 
puts it, “the party was over 
for many of those seeking 
their fortunes” by striking it 
rich in the gold rush. Inevi- 
tably it seems, the usual 
swindlers had appeared- 
mines had been “salted” to 
increase the price of other- 
wise mediocre land, and 
bankruptcy raised its ugly 
head. The mine was sold on 
August 28, 1869 for 


through I8 in a 5-year pro- 
gramme. “These are the peo- 
ple who will be future mem- 
bers of the police, fire fight- 
ers, doctors, and even op- 
erators of the senior citizens 
homes in which we may. well 
find ourselves someday,” he 
said. “I think the Cadet 
Corps offers more. chal- 
lenges than any other youth 
group that I know of.”

Like all gold rushes, the 
Eldorado rush brought all 
kinds of people crowding 
into the area. A building 
boom resulted to accommo- 
date these people, and there 
were dozens of hotels, 
stores and boarding houses 
byilt in Eldorado, Madoc and 
surrounding areas as well. 
These pretty well crumbled 
into oblivion once the rush 
was over. 

Isabella Shaw did a fine 
job of putting this book to- 
gether. It reads easily and 
smoothly, a feat for books 
of this sort, which can be 
dry and factual. It is fac- 
tual, but extremely interest- 
ing, and I think, as Isabella 
herself jokes, “It belongs in 
every home.” It is interest- 
ing indeed. Isabella not only 
researched and wrote the 
book, she published it. Only 
the binding and cover were 
done by a professional com- 
pany. 

By contrast, “The His- 
tory of Agriculture,” is a 
more polished book by a pro- 
duction standpoint. This is 
just what it says it is, and 
there is lots of personal in-

Isabella points out that the 
very first whey butter was 
produced in Rawdon. On the 
front of the book is a col- 
ourful picture of an old *26 
Fordson Tractor which is 
located now at the Agricul- 
tural Museum in Stirling. 
Isabella’s books can also be 
purchased there and in Coul- 
ter’s Books in Stirling. 

Isabella’s books are full of 
interesting stuff, and the per- 
sonal information and re- 
search, plus the quality of 
the writing makes it a good 
read. 

The are quite an accom- 
plishment for someone who 
did not set out to be a writer. 
Isabella herself says, “I still 
can’t believe I did all that.”
